RAILROAD TRAFFIC IN 


COKE AND IRON BETTER 


Department of Commerce and Labor 


Makes" a Good Report 


on It. 


•WASHINGTON, J5. C., August 2.— 


Improved conditions In railway traffic 
and in the movements of coke and 
Iron ore are characteristics ot the Juno 
Internal commerce report ot the Bu- 
reau oC Statistics ot the Department 
of Commerce and Labor. Tho lire 
stock, grain and provision movements 
show a decrease in volume compared 
with the figures of the corresponding 
month ot last year, and the extreme 
activity In building which character- 
ized tho reports of the earlier months 
ot tho yoar shows some signs of abate- 
ment. 


Tho June shipments of bituminous 


cool over eight ot the leading* Eastern 
coat-carrying ' roads, 7,911,711 ton», 
compare favorably with 6,088,001 tons 
transported during Juno, 1908. 
The 


coke traffic In June over these roads, 
1,021,451 tons, shows the nrgcst month- 
ly total for the year and exceeded by 
75 per cent, the quantity reported for 
June, 1008. Tho estimated coke pro- 
duction at tho Conntllsvllle district for 
tho five weeks ending June 26, 1,218,- 
825 net tons, w»s 47 par cent. In ox- 
cess ot the corresponding 1008 output. 
The number of loaded cars shipped to 
points ot consumption, 44,004, shows 
practically the same rate ot Increase. 


'A decline In the shipments ot an- 


thracite coal, both as compared with 
tha 1908 figures as well as tho figures 
for the earlier months ot the year ,ts 
shown by tho Juno figures, 4,904,858 
KTOSS tons. The anthracite shipments 
for the first six months of the yenr, 
31,951,730 gross ton*, wore lower than 
the six months' totals for tho two pro- 
ceding yean. Tho pic iron 
output 


during tho month, 1,828,884 gross tons, 
was larger than for say month since 
October, 1907, notwithstanding the (act 
that serornl of the merchant furnaces 
show a reduced output. The Improve- 
ment In tho Iron trade Is seen best 
from tho fact that tho monthly l»ke 
shipments of Iron ore from Lake Su- 
perior and Lake Michigan points, S,- 
250,657 gross tons, were more than 
double the shipments reported 
for 


Juno ot last year.

purgio Gary ot its crime immediately. 
This ultimatum was delivered to a

State chief executive and in a confer- 
ence submitted to him data on the 
reigu of crime in tho new steel city. 
Among those present were A. C. Mat- 
thews, attorney for tho anti-saloon 
league of Indiana, and the local rep- 
resentative of the temperance organ- 
ization, Otto J. Bruce.

MADRID, August 2.—War with Mo- 


rocco will go on and there will be no 
let up hi the stern methods to check 
the revolution at home. Ignoring the 
advices ot both the cabinet and the 
military advisers. King Alfonso decid- 
ed today to uphold tho policy of Pre- 
mier Maura. 


The harshness which Is generally 


hold responsible for the serious con- 
dition at borne and abroad is attribut- 
ed to him. The King met with the 
ministers and advisers today and a 
majority of tho cabinet frankly told 
Alfonso ot Maura's severity and dan- 
gerous views, and begged him to mod- 
ify the Premier's policy for the saf- 
ety of the dynasty. 
. Military advisers told the King .that 
the Moroccan war was sure to be a 
repetition of the dlstrous war In Cuba. 
The King was deaf to the pleadings, 
and announced that for the present 
tha government upheld the Premier.

REGULARS MAY GO TO 
&MERSET PERMANENTLY 


Some Talk of a Detail Being 
Estab- 


'llshed There—Week's Encamp- 


, nient is Too Short. 


SOMERSET, August 1.—All Is quiet 


here since tlie close of the National 
Guard enctuiir-ment, and the people of 
the to\vn us well as many of the sold- 
iers think that the encampment -was 
too short. By noon Saturday all the 
soldiers nnd tbelr paraphernalia had 
been removed from the town and the 
encampment was .a matter of history. 
It was one of the most successful en- 
campments ever held, and barring the 
insufficient water supply was a suc- 
cess in every way. Tho military man- 
euvers notwithstanding the rain on 
several days were on a more exteu- 
sive seals than ever before and the 
drills and inarches were almost con- 
tinuous.. More' good military 
work 


was accomplished than at any prev- 
ious encampment and the higher om- 
tiers wera mightily pleased with tile 
spltTidld showing. 
...The detachment from the United 
States regular array .left about noon 
Saturday and will march overland to 
Port Meyer, near Washington. There 
is a1 troop of. cavalry, Troop F, of the 
Fifteenth Cavalry and a battery of ar- 
tillery, Battery D of the Third Artil- 
lery. This detachment came to Som- 
erset overland. . 


A large part of the soldiers seem to 


think that" one .week is too short a 
tlmo for the encampment. It seems, 
to take nearly a week to get the 
camp- im snapo. The greater vortion 
oE the residents 'of Somerset wish tnar 
the encampment would continue for 
two weeks at least. 


It Is stated that next year tho en- 


campment will be hold in Gettysburg 
and the year following in 
Indiana, 


but a reliable report also states that 
a permanent camp sito may be pur- 
chased In Somerset and a detachment 
of regulars stationed here perma- 
nently. 


There has been much comment on 


the good, behavior, of the troops. 
At 


the former encampments in Somerset 
there was much drinking and fighting 
among the soldiers and a horde of 
toughs from the cities followed them 
Into camp and committed various out- 
rages and depredations. At this en- 
campment there was comparatively 
no brawling and the 
percentage of 


crooks In town was small. 


Thera were large crowds of people 


In town every day nnd the various 
sham' battles between different bodies 
of troops attracted much, attention and 
excited great Interest. 


The only thing which 
tended 
to 


mar tho camp wero various showers, 
one of which Interrupted 1ho review 
ot the troops by Governor Stuart on 
Tuesday.

His Own'Drawing*.

When Victor Hugo's "Marion De- 


lorun" was rend before tbe troupe of 
the Porte-Saint-Martin theater, th* 
actor Laferrlere, then a young man, 
protested against the insignificant role 
assigned him, ia which he would have 
only ten lines to recite. Hugo prompt- 
ly reduced him to silence by thunder- 
ing, "Tea lines of Victor Hugo are 
something not to be refused—for they 
endure." Hugo attached a similar ex- 
aggerated significance to everything be 
did and to every object that,was in 
any way associatcaVwith him. 


For instance, be considered hi* draw- 


ings, which were for tbe mo*t;part 
commonplace enough, of auJ&cient im- 
portance, to make them the subjict of a 
testamentary provision. In. his will, of 
Aug. 31, 1881, he wrote, "I give "my 
drawings and everything whicn shall 
be drawn by me to tbe National Li- 
brary of Paris, which will be dne'ddy 
the Library of the United' States of 
Europe." 


Hugo'a drawings are said to Save 


been produced more often than not in 
the following manner: If a blot of ink 
chanced to fall on his paper while he 
held his.pen aloft In, quest of a word 
or rhymo, he enlarged toe Epot ab- 
scntmlndedly and made dddltlona to 
It instinctively under tne influence of 
a' Bpe'cies of subconscious direction un- 
til he bad produced a sinister moon- 
light scene or a "venerable bourjr dom- 
inating with Its bristling ruins the 
shuddering waters of a river-of 
legend."
